Ye olde Englishmen used to say: “The 
foot of the master is the fertilizer.” 
They meant that it takes a master to pro 
judgment, and the wisdom, to 
make grassland farming a success. 
farming is not a lazy man’s 
type of agriculture. Neither is it a simple 
type First, make as thorough 
a study of your land as it is possible to 
make, This is the Without 
it, all the rest that follows is You 
have heard it said that all men are created 
equal. I believe that; but you do not hear 
it said that all men remain equal. 

Those who fail in grain farming are not 
likely to succeed in grassland. This because 
the Animal Agriculture which must ac- 
company grassland farming is superimpos- 
ed upon these other types of farming. 

What else must a young man have to 
succeed? He will need credit, or financial 
resources, to make it possible to engage in 
an operation of reasonable size. How large 
this operation should be is bound to vary 
with individual farmers. But lack of cred- 
it and financial resources is certain failure. 
Your young man should be sure of this. 

Just a experience. Grass- 
land farming takes much experience. Some- 
times we speak of a person as having had 
15 years’ experience. He may have had the 
same first year’s experience over and over 
for a period of 15 years. So his 15 years’ 
are of no more consequence than

How much land 
will be needed will depend upon the type 
of animal production you wish to engage

can produce some grains or whether you 
want to buy grains for livestock feeding. 


I think it will not be long until we 
know, if we do not already know, how to 
produce some grains in connection with 
most types of grassland farming 
velopments depend on the production of 


different kinds of machines than we have 


a hese de 


had, and also depend to a considerable 
extent upon how we use fertilizers But 
the production of some row crops such as 
corn and soybeans can be combined with 
the best of soil conservation practices. The 
use of new types of machines for better 


tillage and fertilizer placement would be a 
great advantage. While it is generally true 
that not as much machinery is needed for 
grassland as some other types of agricul- 
ture, yet one cannot farm without machin- 
ery. livestock 
production without animals. These require 


leither can one engage in 





much financial resources. 

Another thing a young man needs to 
know is that there are differences in soils. 
These differences are of course partly ap- 
parent because of the differences in topo- 
graphy, color, slope, type of vegetation. 


But there are some other characteristics of 


soils which he had better investigate rather 
thoroughly. Can the land be drained? Is 
it sandy? Is it so tight that water cannot 
penetrate into it? What are its tillage 
characteristics? Some soils which may not 
be suitable for grain farming may be suit- 
able for the production of grass. But this 
is not likely to be so generally true that 
a young man could afford to overlook the 
kind of land purchased or rented. 

Another consideration for the young 
man to keep in mind is facilities. Can he 
provide the necessary fences, the minimum 
of buildings, cor- 
rals, water and oth- 
er items of equip- 
ment. You see, it 
takes more to run 
a grassland livestock 
farm than just grass. 
Today one of the 
keys to efficient pro- 
duction and _likeli- 
hood of profits is 
high production per 
unit, per acre and 
efficient use of facil- 
ities. 

How will he ob- 
He can obtain it 


only in one way, 
and that is by giv- 








ing attention to how vegetation grows and 
obtains its nutrients from the soil. Plants 
cannot obtain nutrients that are not in 
the soil. Yet one does not have to ob- 
serve widely to see that even this simple 
principle is overlooked. One must know 
whether or not the soil contains the neces- 
sary nutrients needed by plants. 

Your young man should make use of 
soil tests. I do not know the situation in 
the other states but in Illinois there are 
107 laboratories where soil tests may be 
made. I would like to say categorically 
that no farming can be profitable today 
unless it is conducted on fertile soils. 

How much of these fertilizers to apply 
will be determined through these soil tests. 
There is no use for me or for anyone else 
to recommend 4 tons of limestone or 1,000 
pounds of rock phosphate for all areas of 
the United States or even for all areas in 
one state, or perhaps for all the areas in 
the county, or even all areas on your farm. 
That is the purpose of the soil test. With- 
out having tests made, the young 
man is overlooking one of the essentials 
There is an erroneous conception abroad 


these 


to the effect that livestock themselves im- 
prove soil. This is to be seriously ques- 
tioned. Under the very best of grassland- 


livestock agriculture it may be that ele- 
ments in the soil needed by the plants, if 
these elements are present in abundance, 
may become available at a rate to main- 
tain production for a considerable period 
of years. But it is difficult to see how 
animal production adds plant nutrients to 
the soil, particularly those which the ani- 
mial requires to produce its own body and 
This is not to say that ani- 
ma! manures do not return to the soil a 
high proportion of the nutrients which the 
plants use and which the animals consume. 
And it is not saying that there might not 
be important additions made by the ani- 
mal. But today’s agriculture cannot rely 
upon livestock to improve soils. 

What increase will the young man get 
from following these soil tests and making 
the necessary applications of fertilizing ma- 
terials? That will depend much upon the 
initial condition of the soil. But in our 
experience it is not uncommon to triple, 
quadruple, and in many cases exceed even 
these increases in production per acre. 

“Pigs is pigs” and grass is grass but the 
remarkable differences which have been re- 
ported in the productivity of various grasses 
and varieties within the same species make 
it imperative that the young man give con- 
sideration to the kinds of grass as well as 
to the kinds of pigs. Some species of 
plants will yield more than others regard- 
less of the soil treatment which is used.

60 the other day. So I thought I'd better 
stop in and see what they were doing 
to Vinewood now. You see I knew this 


place back when Henry was playing 
basketball and before he tackled the 
farm himself. It was nothing but 600 


acres of eroded, cropped-out, worn-thin 
briars and bushes then. Today it is as 
lovely a grassland farm as you can see 
anywhere out of doors. What made the 
change from gullies to meadows? 
Sheep, that’s what did it. 

Now if you don’t tell anybody, I 
secretly hoped Henry would let me 
see the load of Southdown lambs he 
would be fitting for the 1954 Interna- 
tional. He did, and all I can say is 
somebody, from Maine or Canada or 
Missouri, will have to have 50 mighty 
firm and chunky wethers if they beat 
his elegant late ewe lambs. 

I began by telling Henry of a farm- 
er I had got to invest $25 a head in 
30 western ewes last fall. Moreover 
he went to a sale and bought a soggy, 
active, purebred mutton ram. Cost him 
$70. But his P.C.A. loaned him $1,000 
@ 5% on the flock, and his banker 
said: why didn’t you come to me? But 
what I wanted Henry to tell me was 
how we were going to get that $1,000 
paid back. So the great sheep farmer 
said for me to take out my pencil and 
“that dog-eared note book” and write it 
down week-by-week, the way he’d do 
it anyhow if he had 30 bred ewes and a 
thousand-dollar mortgage. Here it is— 
a shepherd’s journal—best I can re- 
member: 


Week of Nov. 28th—If you turned 
that ram in the middle of September, 
your lambs will be coming by Wash- 
ington’s Birthday. Your ewes have been 
on pasture or stubble up close to the 
barn. After the first frost you drenched 
them with phenothiazine and arsenate 
of lead. Stomach worms, tapeworms, 
nodular worms, hook worms, and para- 
sites used to be the biggest bugbear 
to sheep-keeping, but now the new 
drenches and dips have freed the farm- 
er from worry, on that score anyhow.

Dec. 5th—Take ram away. You don’t 
want any May lambs, do you? On these 
cool frosty nights let your ewes into 
the tobacco barn (but, you don’t grow 
tobacco. Too hard work!). Or other 
shelter. Then get them accustomed to it. 
Keep it for your sheep only. It’s a mis- 
take to turn them in with other stock. 


Dec. 12th—Is there a lot where your 
ram can get some bluegrass, a little 
hay in shelter, a lot for exercise? When 
it gets too rough outside put him in a 
box stall, with plenty of hay, and about 
a pound of grain a day. 


Dec. 19th—Don’t you like the way 
those ewes pick up a good living off of 
stubble or any spot of winter pasture? 


Dec. 26th—Your sheep fold must be 
a decent place, on any farm. Especially, 
do not have a big, high or rough sill 
for a pregnant ewe to waddle over. 
Please have the door or gate wide 
enough. Be sure and fix it so that there 
is no mud or wet at the entrance to the 
barn door. Gravel and slope so the en- 
trance is always firm. More farm ewes 
slink their lambs by having to pull 
their feet out of sticky mud than for 
any other reason. It just pulls the un- 
born lambs right out of them. 


Jan, 2nd—Six weeks before lambing 
time we ought to begin building up 
our ewes, so they won’t get any preg- 
nancy disease. Besides her hay and 
water, give each ewe % lb. of corn, or 
its equivalent, like crimped oats or 
bran, every day. How they thank you 
when you put than grain in the trough! 


Jan. 9—Same as last week. Hay is 
alfalfa, clover, or beans. No other farm 
animal makes such use of good hay, 
not even Kentucky mules! 


Jan. 16th-—-Oops, that snotty old ewe 
—did you forget to drench her? Well,

When either end breaks down, 
cull them. 


Feb. 6th—Yes, you got a nice lamb- 
ing place fenced off with gates or pan- 
els over there in the corner, haven’t 
you? Disinfected? Bedded knee-deep 
with clean straw? Be sure and stop all 
the air-holes. How would you like to 
have a lamb in a draft? Go out and 
take a look every night before you go 
to bed. Clip the long wool, especially 
the tufts of wool from around the ud- 
der. The lamb knows no better than to 
suck on a tuft of wool instead of its 
mother’s teat. Also tag the ewe in 
the rear if she needs it. 


Feb. 13th—Ah, first lamb! Just one. 
Must have been born after you went 
to bed. No trouble at all. But gracious, 
here’s another ewe in labor. First, two 
little front feet with the head up there 
between. That’s a normal presentation 
and seldom gives any trouble. If the 
lamb comes hind end before, breech 
presentation, you may want to help her. 
But give her time! Give her a chance! 
More lambs have been crippled and 
more ewes destroyed by a too-anxious 
owner, not giving her a chance to strain 
and bring forth her young naturally. 
Some ewes take a good while and 
others are very quick. If she is really 
straining, she should be examined in 
half an hour. If the lamb is too big, 
you may have to help her—after cut- 
ting your fingernails and washing your 
hands and arms with soap and disin- 
fectant. With 450 ewes here at Vine- 
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This hayrack keeps good hay from being 
trampled and wasted and is easy to build. 


wood, we often have 500 lambs born 
in one month. But we don’t get too ex- 
cited about it. With your 30 ewes, you 
shouldn’t miss one single night’s sleep. 


Feb. 20th—As soon as a lamb is born 
you want it to suck. Then you're all 
right. Strip the ewe, both teats, to be 
sure there’s milk there. Sometimes the 
nipple gets clogged. So just milk out a 
squirt and you're sure. Let the lambs 
stay with their mother 12 hours. Give 
her a drink of water, but no grain. 
We have “claiming pens.” You’ve got 
to get her to own her lamb or lambs, 
or you are in trouble. Our pens are 
5x5 feet, with rack for hay, trough for 
water and grain. One of your ewes 
may have triplets! That’s simple. Just 
take it away and give it to a ewe with 
only one lamb. You may have to rub 
her own lamb onto the little stranger 
so she'll recognize the smell. 


Feb. 27th—Now it’s time to rig up 
a creep for the lambs. Any opening 
wide enough to let the lambs through 
and keep out the ewes is a creep. You 
have ingenuity enough to fit the open- 
ing up with rollers at the sides, of 
course, so the lambs can still squeeze 
through as they grow without hurting 
themselves or loosening any wool. But 
the main thing is to build this creep 
around the lambs’ own feed box as a 
sanctuary. A lamb sanctuary where the 
little fellows can go to eat, doze or 
play, and grow to 90 lbs. And soon. 
Fill the creep rack with leafy alfalfa, 
clover or lespedeza. In the trough put 
a little grain—ground corn, oats, wheat, 
with a pinch of cottonseed or soybean 
meal. That and mother’s milk. Who 
wouldn’t grow? 


March 6th—Your ewes continue on 
hay in the rack, or some feed silage, 
plus about a pound of grain and a 
spoonful of soybean, cottonseed or lin- 
seed meal (a little protein to keep the 
milk coming). 


March 13th—A lamb that is 10 days 
old will start nibbling grain in his 
creep. Light feed at first—like bran 
and crimped oats. Corn alone is too 
heavy. 


March 20th—What have you got for 
grain in the lamb creep? Corn, oats, 
barley, wheat, sorghum? Mix them if 
you want to; grind or crimp if you 
want to. Add about 10% high protein 
feeds—soybean meal, cottonseed, lin- 
seed. Let the lambs eat all they will 
clean up every day out of the creep 
trough. 


March 27th—Dogs? You worried 
about that skinny old cur you saw 
prowling back there by the Balbo rye 
patch? Get out your shotgun. 


April 3rd—Yes, there’s no doubt but 
that sheep-killing dogs are a menace to 
our farm flocks. But we’ve got a dog 
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law in every state now. Four or five 
farmers might enjoy camping all night 
on the hill, with shotguns. Remember 
that contest in Breeder’s Gazette in 
which farmers told how they poisoned 
dogs, shot them, belled them, ran an 
Angus cow with her calf in the flock, 
or a goat, put electric lights at the 
barn, built dog-tight fences, penned 
up the flock at night? The fellow who 
got the prize gave ewe lambs to the 
children down the road; as 
they got lamb-minded they tock care 
of their own dogs! Anyhow, let’s not let 
a useless cur become an excuse for 
not cashing that extra $1,000.

Waar work can best be 
done in the farm shop? How much 
of an investment can a farmer justify 
in shop building and equipment? How 


much money can a farmer save by 
doing work in his own shop? 
The farm shop helps to keep the 


machinery rolling and buildings stand- 
ing and usable. First, every farm shop 
must be equipped to service completely 
machines and other equipment. Today’s 
high speed machines need frequent lu- 
brication and adjustment to maintain 
efficiency and maximum life. Buildings 
need servicing if their potential 
life is to realized.

Shop space and equipment may con- 
tribute to neglected servicing. A small 
grease gun that seems always to be 
empty or that pumps air may help the 
operator to miss that fitting.

Unremoved dirt will 
hasten rust and its resulting damage 
No way to check air pressures, result- 
ing in either hard or bulging tires, re- 
tire life.

final analysis, adequate servicing and 
operation depends upon the experience, 
temperament, and thoroughness of the 
operator. The operator who maintains 
a reference library of operator’s and 
servicing manuals in the shop and who 
reads them, who maintains lubrication 


and time schedules, and who 


records 
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his tractor with his welder, a handy tool for many repair jobs. 


abides by servicing check sheets, will 
have minimum repair and _ lost 
time during harvesting. 

Servicing is the first responsibility of 
any farm shop. Each hour of time spent 
in reading the operator’s manual and 
inspecting and greasing a piece of farm 
equipment is worth at a minimum $10 
per hour to the operator. 

Now how about those costly repairs? 
Repair costs are of two types: (1) 
the direct type in dollars and cents 
showing cost of repairs and labor and 
(2) the indirect kind caused by delay 
in baling or other farm operation be- 
cause of field failure. The delay results 
in reduced quality and yields. Fre- 
quently, the indirect type is many times 
more costly than the easy-to-see direct 
type. Adequate preseason planning and 
repair and proper servicing are the 
insurances field failures. 

A shop investment in tools and build- 
ing of 15 to 20% of the replacement cost 
of machinery and buildings is entirely

point. If the shop is properly used, 
the savings through reduced repair

“One large beef producer contends the cost 
of meat production may be lowered as 
much as 8c a pound, bringing it to about 
half the present cost,” said Dr. Payne. Feed 
supplements in addition to hormone in 
jections are necessary in this program, 


Artificial Insemination Increases 13%— 

Some 4,800,000 cows were bred artificially 
in 1953; in 1939, the year it was intro- 
duced, only 7,539. The AVMA commir- 
tee predicted a role of increasing impor- 
tance for test-tube calves, especially since 
techniques for freezing and storing semen 
have been perfected. Such improvements 
in efficiency have helped increase the aver- 
age number of cows bred by a single sire 
from 228 in 1939 to 1,848 in 1953. What 
would the system do for beef cattle? In 
Oregon artificial insemination of turkeys 
increased fertility 30%.

Livestock Conservation, Inc.— 
Both to save the multi-million dollar loss 
in shipped animals now being suffered by 
livestock producers, and in the interest of 
plain human kindness to animals traveling 
long distances to market, a nation-wide 
program has been organized under the 
name of “Livestock Conservation Inc.’’, ac- 
cording to activity reports made by Dr. H.

Bloat Confounds Scientists— 
The age-old problem of cattle bloat costs 
Wisconsin farmers alone over $2,000,000 
every year, explained Dr. R. E. Nichols. 
About 30,000 Badger cows develop bloat 
every year and 6,000 cattle die. Certain 
elements in certain plants on which animals 
graze must be the cause of bloating. But, 
the plant specialists cannot much to 
alter the character of plants until scientists 
tell them what it is that needs to be chang- 
ed. Active fermentation and gas produc- 
tion are associated with bloating in cattle— 
yet these two processes are also vital to 
healthy digestion in the cow's paunch. Dr. 
Nichols cited bloat as one of the key chal- 
lenges of moderr. veterinary medicine.

Fighting Brucellosis— 
Wisconsin's veterinary scientist C. A. Brand- 
ly was attending the International Micro- 
biological Congress in Rome. Dr. Renoux, 
doing research work on brucellosis at the 
Pasteur Institute in Tunis, was lamenting 
the lack of a suitable medium on which to 
cultivate brucella organisms. Thru the 
United Nations World Health Organiza- 
tion Dr. Brandly sent him some Medium 
W—developed at Wisconsin. Formerly, to 
detect Bang’s, bits of infected tissue from 
diseased animals were injected into guinea 
pigs, which were killed 6 weeks later, their 
spleen removed and cultured media 
The brucellosis bacteria were then isolated, 


on 
but at great cost. Then a graduate student 
went to work to make up a medium con- 
taining antibiotics and dyes which would 
limit the growth of everything except 
brucella. It worked. Isolation of the brucel 
losis organisms from blood, urine or tissue 
now takes only a week and costs about 15 
cents per plate. The Wis. Hygienic Lab- 
oratory employs it now to verify cases of 
undulant fever in man. Around the world 
it is used to spot brucellosis in cattle, sheep, 
goats and hogs.

1. What means the financial term 
“watered stock”? Daniel Drew, one of 
the first great moguls of American fi- 
nance, began his business career as a 
cattle buyer investing originally a $100 
bonus received in the war of 1812. He 
operated chiefly in Ohio, driving his 
cattle to New York City in large droves 
of 600 to 1,000. It was his practice to 
salt them as they neared the market 
then allow them all the fill they would 
drink thus adding many tons to the 
market weight of the herd. This was 
“watered stock” and it soon had a 
counterpart in the money market. 


2. Why do horses refuse to leave 
their stalls or run back into them when 
the stable is on fire? To the single 
minded horse his stall is home, a sanct- 
uary to which he clings in panic and 
adversity. Blindfolded he may be led 
away, his mind is diverted. 

3. What is growth? An increase in 
volume and a change in form accom- 
plished either by division of tissue 
cells or by an increase in their size. 
Final size to which an animal grows 
results*from the rate of growth plus 
the length of the growing period. These 
in turn are matters of nutrition as a 
source of raw materials, but under the 
influence of heredity. 


4. What is the rate of growth of a 
normal horse’s hoof? One-third inch 
per month on the average; hind hoofs 
grow faster than front, hoofs of mares 
and geldings more rapidly than stal- 
lions. The hoof at the toe grows down 
in from 11 te 13 months, at sides in 6 
to 8 months and at quarters in 3 to 5 
months. Growth of normal hoof depends 
upon health, care and nutrition. 


5. What is the measure of breeding 
efficiency in a herd? The percentage 
of calves to cows and of conceptions to 
services. 

6. How much does color count in 
Palomino show classes? 50% in breed- 
ing and model classes; 25% in all other 
classes limited to Palominos. 

7. Are any beef cattle classified on 
a standard of excellence? Yes, Santa 
Gertrudis. Vol. I of their herd book 
is now out. 


8. How long does it take a lamb’s 
tail to slough off when the elastrator 
(rubber band) is used? 21 to 28 days. 


9. To what extent has the use of corn 
cobs expanded? 15 years ago there was 
but one plant processing 5,000 tons of 
cobs a year; now there are 24 plants 
in the north central states processing 
600,000 tons a year. In addition to the 
increased use of cobs in cattle feeding, 
livestock bedding, poultry litter and as 
a garden mulch, cobs are in broad de- 
mand for industrial purposes. Two- 
thirds are used for furfurol, an oily, 
straw colored liquid useful for refining 
oils and production of synthetic rub- 
ber, resins, nylons and medicines. Cobs 
have superseded sawdust in many in- 
dustrial uses.

(from page 4) or mixtures of plants are 
much better than others. 

We may be getting over-enthusiastic in 
some places about the possibilities of irri- 
gation, and the likelihood of profit from it. 
But there is no question about the profit 
which the young man may derive from 
careful and thorough seedbed preparation, 
careful seeding, the use of starter fertilizers, 
mowing to control careful pasture 
and livestock management, to keep the 
pastures productive and the animals sup- 
plied with an abundance of feed. No mat 
ter what done, matter how much 
credit and financial resources the young 
man has, no matter how carefully he tested 
his soils, his livestock cannot be produc- 
tive if they do not have an abundance 
of good feed. 

There are two kinds of rewards for him. 
One financial, the other is not of a 
material kind. We talk a good deal about 
the rewards of soil conservation and that 
these may be obtained through a grassland 
type of farming. To a considerable extent 
this true. But you do not enter into 
soil conservation activities in order to save 
the so it will be here two thousand 
years hence unless there is some immediate 
reward. It will never be true that 
land farming will return a profit under all 
economic conditions. 

There are two other things: One is 
livestock. These are obtained through use 
of financial resources too and even at the 
lower prices of today an enterprise of good 
size means many dollars in animals. Too 
many of us are careless in our selections, 
and careless with ré&pect to the opportu 
nities we afford our animals to do well, 
We overlook the simplest essentials of sani- 
tation, the control of pests and parasites. 
We do not remove hazards from our pas 
tures and lots so that we can avoid injuries 
not only to our animals but to ourselves 
It is doubtful if there is anything produced 
in our factories which can overcome the 
lack of attention and care and judgement. 

Finally the young man ought not forget 
that he is producing for use and consump- 
tion, and that the consumer of his prod- 
ucts must be satisfied and pleased. To 
neglect the desires of the consumer is to 
overlook the possibility of securing a dif 
ferential for a product which meets the 
consumer's desire better. 

Now, Sam, I suppose you expected me 
to send you much data. I could do that, 
but if I do that I may have overlooked 
the most important element of success in 
grassland farming. That is the young man 
himself. There are certain characteristics 
of young men which indicate success, not 
only in farming but in other undertakings 
But there is no indication of success be- 
cause of resources that equal in importance 
the young man himself. 

By all means he should seek qualified 
advice and guidance. We can provide data 
and will be glad, if we can, to answer ques 
tions. Most people will find it advisable 
to rely upon the data from their 
state rather than to write to some place at 
a great distance. Everyone has available 
the services of Extension personnel in their 
counties and these personnel are trained 
to interpret local data and to assist young 
farmers in their efforts. It is to these that 
I recommend your young men. They 
should go to them before they make their 
mistakes. For it is easier to avoid mistakes 
than it is to correct them, 
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A sustained, charted program of improve- 
ment, aggressively supported by all Hamp- 
shire breeders of the nation, has brought this 
breed to an unrivaled pinnacle of popularity 
The ‘‘belts’’ are approved with equal enthu 
siasm by commercial pork growers, market 
buyers and housewives.

authorized to enter into agreements with 
marketing co-ops, trade associations, or others engaged in the handling of 
wool, mohair, sheep, or goats or the products thereof for the purpose of de- 





veloping and conducting on a national, state, or regional basis advertising and 
sales promotion programs for wool, mohair, sheep, or goats or the products 
thereof. Provision may be made in such agreement to obtain funds necessary 
to defray expenses incurred thereunder through pro rata deductions from the in- 
centive payments. No agreement containing such a provision for defraying 


expenses through deductions shall become effective until the Secretary de- 





termines that at Jeast two-thirds of the producers favor it. Either two-thirds 
of the total number of producers, or two-thirds of the total volume of pro- 
duction will qualify. Your editor wired Denver: “Feel sure sheep farmers of 
Cornbelt and South will want to cooperate as will members of 25 purebred 
sheep registry associations. Respectfully suggest deductions be ysed not only 
for advertising but for merchandising both fleece and mutton. By promptly 
activating National Wool Act you may hold key to advancing all farm com- 
modities to full parity level
